A half eaten 
pizza on the island separating the rest of the room with the 
kitchen. 


Andrew slowly opens his eyes, rubbing them as he does so. He 
swings his feet onto the floor and reaches over and grabs a 
half empty bottle of beer on the night stand next to the bed. 


He tosses it away once finished before making it to his feet. 


Andrew opens the fridge door and finds it almost baron except 
for a almost empty jug of ORANGE JUICE. 


He pours what is left into a cup before tossing the jug in 
the trash. 


He stands surveying the room. After finishing his drink he 
places the glass in the sink. 


He begins doing a quick clean of the apartment. 


INT. THEATRE - DAY 2 
Andrew waited outside of a theatre with a dustpan and broom 
in hand. He waited for a few people to leave before he 
entered the theatre. 

Andrew pauses as a couple of teens finally get up from their 
seats. They look over to Andrew waiting for them to leave and 
smile. One of the teens dumps their soda out onto the floor 
and the other dumps their popcorn. 


TEEN #1 
Thought you might need the work. 


They laugh as they push by him. 


TEEN #2 
Loser! 


They laugh as they walk away. Andrew Clenches his fist. 


ANDREW 
Assholes. 


He slowly walks in to begins cleaning the theatre. 


INT. ANDREW'S APARTMENT - DAY 3 


The place was a mess. Empty bottles of beer on the floor and 
the coffee table. A half full bottle of whiskey on the 
island. The room was dark with just the dim light from the 
television on as Andrew sat quietly in the dark. 


His eyes are closed and his breathing is shallow. Seconds 
later he opens his eyes. 


Andrew walks over to the window and looks out, half leaning 
against the wall as he looks out. He runs his hand over his 
head. 


He makes his way back to the kitchen where he grabs the 
bottle of whiskey and pours himself a glass. He raises it to 
take a drink but pauses. He brushes off some mail and 
Magazine off an Alaskan travel brochure on the bottom of the 
pile. 


He looks at it for a moment before he downs his drink. His 
phone begins to ring. He picks it up and sees it is Emma. 


INT. CAFE - DAY 4 


CLASSIC ROCK plays inside a small, nostalgia-themed cafe. 
Andrew sat at the table tapping his fingers on the tabletop. 
His laptop sits open in front of him but his mind was 
elsewhere. 


The cafe was fairly empty with only a half dozen people 
spread out throughout the small cafe. 


Entering the cafe was a slender but petite Latina with long 
silky black hair. EMMA TREJANO (20s) stood silently looking 
around. She was dressed down wearing a thin form fitting 
black dress with sandals. 


She smiles once she sees Andrew and slowly makes her way 
towards Andrew in the corner. He stood up and greeted he. 


They lean in for a hug. She kisses him on the cheek before 
sliding into the booth across from Andrew. 


ANDREW 
How are you doing? 


EMMA 
I've been good actually. School is 
getting crazy but I am surviving. 


ANDREW 
Aren't you almost finished? 


EMMA 
Almost. I have just a few more 
semesters to go. 


She reaches across the table and takes Andrew’s hands. 


ANDREW 
Something is on your mind? 
What is it? 


She looks into his eyes. 


EMMA 
With all the classes and having no 
time I think that we need to take a 
break. 


ANDREW 
What do you mean? 


EMMA 
What we had was amazing. And I love 
every moment we had. But, these 
classes are getting harder and I 
need some time to concentrate on my 
work. 


Andrew sits quietly for a few seconds before he spoke again. 


ANDREW 
I don’t like it. But I understand. 


EMMA 
Everything will be OK. 


Emma glances down at her phone. 


EMMA (CONT'D) 
I have to go. I have class. 


She stands up and gathers her bag before looking over to 
Andrew and smiles. She walks around the table and kisses him 
on the cheek. 


EMMA (CONT'D) 
Don’t be sad. Everything will be 
OK. I promise. 


She winks at him as she walks away leaving Andrew standing in 
Silence. He closes his eyes for a few seconds before 
reopening them to catch Emma as she reaches the door. 


Emma turns back and smiles just before she exiting. 


EXT. STREET -— DAY 5 


Andrew walked quietly down the street, his bag swung over his 
shoulder and hands in his pockets. His head was lowered 
towards the ground. He was in his own world. 


Three men walk around the corner talking and not paying 
attention run into Andrew, pushing him aside. 


MAN 1 
Watch it asshole. 


Andrew looks up and glares at the men as they continue to 
walk away. However angry he remains quiet and just continues 
on his way. 


EXT. ANDREW'S APARTMENT - DAY 6 


Andrew pulls up into his spot but remains inside for a moment 
before exiting the vehicle. Grabbing his bag and closing the 
door, he begins making his way towards his apartment. 


His head still lowered, he makes his way to the stairs in 
front of his apartment and began to climb. 


He made it halfway before stopping. He sighs and pounds the 
railing lightly. 


On the door was a white paper with the words EVICTION NOTICE 
written on the top in bold print. 


ANDREW 
When it rains, it pours. 


He makes his way up the last few steps and walks up to the 
door. He tears off the notice from the door and looks at it 
for a moment before he CRUMBLES the paper and enters the 
apartment. 


INT. ANDREW'S APARTMENT - NIGHT 7 


Andrew just stared into the spinning ceiling fan as he laid 
on the couch. A beer sitting on the floor next to him. His 
arm resting behind his head. 


He reaches over for his phone and begins looking through the 
photos on it. He wipes a tear from his eye before dropping 
the phone onto the floor and grabbing the beer. Empty. He 
tries to peer into the bottle before just dropping it on the 
floor. 
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He swings his legs onto the floor kicking a bottle or two out 
of his way. He unsteadily gets to his feet and grips the side 
of the couch to keep his balance. 


He makes his way into the kitchen where he opens the fridge 
and grabs his last beer. Popping the top off and begins to 
drink. 


INT. THEATRE - DAY 8 


Andrew is checking the theatres. As he comes out of one, he 
is met by one of the managers. 


MANAGER 
Glad I caught you. Martha wants to 
see you. She’s in her office. 


Andrew looks down the hall towards where her office was 
located. Before nodding to the manager. The manager walks 
off. 


Andrew walks up to the door but stops just outside. He stands 
quietly for a few moments and takes a deep breath before 
nervously knocking on the door. Only a few seconds later did 
the door open revealing Martha inside. 


INT. THEATRE OFFICE - CONTINUOUS 9 


MARTHA CLARK (40S OR 50S) stood looking at Andrew for a 
moment before motioning him to enter. 


MARTHA 
Come in and take a seat. 


Andrew enters and close the door behind him. He takes a seat 
in a chair in front of him while Martha digs through some 
files and pulls out an envelope. 


She opens it and scans through the file. She looks up at him. 


MARTHA (CONT’D) 
As you know the company is making a 
lot of changes. Our revenue is down 
and they want to make moves. With 
this economy being as it is we have 
to let some people go. 


She takes out a piece of paper and slides it over to Andrew. 
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MARTHA (CONT'D) 
I’m sorry Andrew but we have to let 
you go. We just don’t have the 
financial means to keep you on. 


ANDREW 
I... I don’t know what to say. 


MARTHA 
I’m sure you will be able to get 
work fast. You have the skills that 
any company would love to have. 


She hands him a pen. 


MARTHA (CONT'D) 
I need you to sign this paper. 


Andrew takes the pen and looks at Martha for a moment before 
signing the paper in front of him. 


EXT. CLIFFSIDE - DAY 10 


Andrew stood silently on the cliff looking out at the vast 
valley. 


The view of the urban sprawl and landscape of the Las Vegas 
valley and skyline was breathtaking. The rocky light brown 
landscape with patches of green shrubbery layer everywhere. 
There is only minor signs of civilization. 


He looked disappointed. Sad even. But he was holding back the 
pain he was feeling the best he could. 


He closes his eyes and slightly looks up towards the sun. His 
concentration is broken with the SOUNDS of a couple walking 
into the clearing as well. 


They head over to another area a few dozen yards from him 
looking out at the scenery as well. 


He turns and watches as the woman wraps her arms around the 
guy and they begin playfully fooling around. He groans as he 
watches them before turning back to the skyline of Vegas. 


EXT. CAFE -— DAY 11 
Andrew walks up to the outdoor seating at the cafe and sees 


TONY BASOCO (30S) sitting near the window on a laptop. He 
makes his way over to Tony and takes a seat. 


ANDREW 
Thought I would find you here. 


Tony looks up and smiles as he closes his laptop. He sits 
back in his seat as Andrew leans against the window sill and 
yawns. 


Soon the door to the cafe opens and out walks his other 
friends, EDDIE FLORES (20S) the youngest of his friends and 
BOBBY GIBSON (30S). 


They make their way to where Andrew and Tony are sitting. 


EDDIE 
Here you go. 


Eddie hands Andrew a cup of ICE GREEN TEA. 


ANDREW 
Why you shouldn’t have. 


EDDIE 
I knew you were coming. 


BOBBY 
He actually saw you walk up and 
order the drink at the last moment. 


EDDIE 
Its the thought. 


ANDREW 
Thanks. 


The two pull up two more seats and sit down. 


TONY 
So only a few more weeks? 


EDDIE 
Yeah. I will be a free man like you 
three jerks. 


BOBBY 
How very nice of you. 


EDDIE 
Well, I can’t say what I was really 
going to say since we are in public 
and well... Yeah, look at me? 
(grins and winks at Bobby) 


A waitress comes out and gives Eddie a plate of food. He 
begins eating. 


BOBBY 
Man, you’re eating like you haven’t 
ate in a decade. 


EDDIE 
You try eating the crap in the mess 
on my ship. 


BOBBY 
Done that. Never again. 


ANDREW 
You would figure they would have 
better cooks. 


EDDIE 
Na, still have many of the same 
terrible cooks 


TONY 
What was that one girls name? That 
Filipino cook? She was a good. 


EDDIE 
She left just after Andrew did. The 
ones that came in after are not 
very good. We’re always waiting to 
get the hell off the ship and to 
somewhere good. 


Tony leans forward and faces Andrew. 


TONY 
So what’s up with you? Andrew looks 
up at Tony than to the others. 


ANDREW 
What makes you think there is 
something wrong? 


TONY 
We've been friends for how long? I 
can... we can tell when something is 
wrong. 


EDDIE 
Yeah, what gives? 


ANDREW 
I'm good. Just have a lot of things 
on my mind 


EDDIE 
Andrew, how is that little vixen of 
yours's? 

ANDREW 
Vixen? 

BOBBY 


Who uses that word? 


EDDIE 
You know what I'm saying. 


ANDREW 
Good. 


TONY 
You do not sound convincing at all. 


ANDREW 
Why do you say that? 


TONY 
The way you answered the question. 


BOBBY 
You should step up the game bro. I 
can't believe that you settle down 
already 


ANDREW 
I'm not settled down. 


EDDIE 
Right. You are whipped. I remember 
that Japanese girl in Yoko. 


BOBBY 
Yea, weren't you married to that 
girl. 

ANDREW 
What? No. 

TONY 


You know that we have your back? 


EDDIE 
No matter what happens. 


ANDREW 
I know. 


Eddie checks his phone and leans back. 


EDDIE 
Damn, I’m full. 


BOBBY 
Wonder why? You ate the entire 
cafe. 

EDDIE 


Don’t be jealous. 


TONY 
When is your flight? 


Eddie looks at his phone. 


EDDIE 
Two hours. 


BOBBY 
Couldn’t you leave in the morning? 


EDDIE 
Nah. Have duty tomorrow. 


BOBBY 
How long is the flight? 


EDDIE 
About an hour or so. Just flying 
back to San Diego. 


ANDREW 
How much longer you have? 


EDDIE 
About three weeks till terminal. 
But I will be back next weekend. 
Perhaps with some good news but we 
shall see. 


TONY 
You have something going? 
EDDIE 
Yeah, but its not for certain as 


yet. 
Eddie looks at his phone again. 
EDDIE (CONT’D) 


You giving me a ride to the 
airport? 


TONY 
Yeah. 


The guys begin packing up to head out. 
BOBBY 
I have class in a few so I will 


check you all later. 


ANDREW 
Yeah, no class but work. 


Tony nods. 


TONY 
Let’s have a barbeque next weekend. 
Haven’t done that in a while. My 
place? 


BOBBY 
Sure thing. 


EDDIE 
I will be there. 


They look at Andrew who was staring out into the 


TONY 
Andrew? 


Andrew turns to find the guys staring oat him. 


ANDREW 
Sorry. Yeah, I will be there. 


BOBBY 
What’s wrong? 


ANDREW 
Nothing. Was just thinking. 


EDDIE 
Well, I will see you boneheads next 
weekend. 


11. 


parking lot. 


Eddie says his good byes to Andrew and Bobby before he and 
Tony head off to Tony’s car. Bobby and Andrew head off 


towards their own. 
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INT. ANDREW'S APARTMENT - NIGHT 12 
The door opens and Andrew enters carrying a case of beer. He 
places the case on the bar before dropping his camera bag 
onto his bed. 


He turns on the television before opening the case and grabs 
a beer. 


Andrew sat quietly on the couch. The only glow in the room 
came from the television set itself. The glow highlighted 
several empty beer bottles on the coffee table along with an 
open pizza box with just a single slice left. 

He drinks the last sip of beer before leaning back. 


A commercial comes on showcasing an RV traveling along a two 
lane blacktop amongst a lush forest of fall colored trees. 


Andrew leans forward watching. 
Once the commercial was over he flipped the television off. 
He looks down at some stuff on the coffee table, pushing a 


couple aside before picking up a brochure he had. 


He opens it to a page where an RV was traveling down a long 
empty highway somewhere up north. 


Andrew stands looking out of the window. 
He opens the fridge and grabs a beer. 


Leaning onto the counter, Andrew flip's through a travel 
book. 


Andrew sleeps on the couch with book on his chest. 


INT. ANDREW'S APARTMENT - DAY 13 


Andrew was in the kitchen wiping down the counters. His trash 
was filled with several bottles of empty beer and a pizza 
box. 


He walks over to the coffee table and grabs the two empty 
bottles and tosses them in the trash with the others. 


He walked back to the table and sat down. He leans forward 
and picks up the magazine and begins flipping through the 
pages. 


His phone begins to vibrate and he checks it before answering 
the phone. 
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I/E. ANDREW’S CAR - DAY 14 


Andrew stops at a intersection and notices a RV lot nearby. 
He stares at it lost in his own thoughts. 


After a while a smile forms on his face. 


INT. CAFE —- NIGHT 15 


Andrew walked in and finds Emma already there. He walks over 
to her and they great one another with a hug. 


EMMA 
How have you been? 


Her smile is bright and full of energy. Andrew forces one of 
his own. 


ANDREW 
Haven’t been better. So many things 
going on right now. What can a guy 
ask for. 


EMMA 
That is great to hear. 


She takes a sip of her drink. 
EMMA (CONT'D) 
I miss you Andrew. I couldn't stop thinking of you. 


ANDREW 
I miss you too. 


She leans over and takes his hand into hers. 


EMMA 
I've been losing sleep dreaming 
about the things that we could be 
doing. 


He slowly pulls away. 


ANDREW 
So many things. 


He leans forward. 


ANDREW (CONT'D) 

I was thinking of leaving town for 
a bit. Things are.. Well have to 
rethink some things through. 
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EMMA 
What happened? 


ANDREW 
Work. They made some cuts and let 
me go. 

EMMA 


I’m sorry to hear that. 


ANDREW 
It’s going to be ok. Gives me time 
to think some things through. I 
didn’t want to work in a theatre 
forever now. 


EMMA 
You should take the time. 
Gives you time to regroup and 
reenergize. I will be doing my 
finals this week so I will be busy. 


She slides over to his side and wraps her arm around him. 


EMMA (CONT'D) 
When you get back we can do 
something. Just the two of us. 


ANDREW 
Sounds good. 


They look into each others eyes. She kisses him on the lips. 


INT. ANDREW'S APARTMENT - NIGHT 16 


Andrew lays on the bed in the dark staring up at the ceiling. 
An empty bag of chips was laying next to him on the bed. The 

moonlight was the only light creeping into the room through a 
half open blinds. 


A KNOCK on his door brings him out of his daze. 

Andrew reaches over for his phone knocking over a couple of 
empty bottles of beer onto the floor. He grabs the phone and 
checks the time. 10:45 PM. 

Another KNOCK. 

Andrew swings his feet over the bed and onto the floor. He 


pulls himself up almost tripping over a beer bottle on the 
floor. 
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He makes his way over to the front door of the studio and 


opens it revealing Tony. 


TONY 
Damn, you look bad. 

ANDREW 
It’s late. 

TONY 


When was the last time you slept? 


Tony enters the apartment and makes his way over to the 
kitchen almost tripping over something in the process. 


Andrew flips the lights on. 


TONY (CONT’D) 
What’s wrong bro? 


ANDREW 
What do you mean? 


TONY 
Don't give that to me bro. I can 
tell something is wrong. 


Andrew leans against the wall after closing the door. 
TONY (CONT'D) 
Love what you have done to the 


place. 


He scans the room as Andrew heads to the fridge. 


ANDREW 

I just needed some time away. 
TONY 

Emma? 
ANDREW 


Who’s that? 
Tony leans back as he gives him a look. 


TONY 
I see. What did she do this time? 
You know we don’t like how she 
treats you. 


ANDREW 
It has nothing to do with Emma. 
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He finds one and picks it up. He drinks the last little bit 
that is left inside. 


ANDREW (CONT’D) 
Work is another reason. Is there a 
reason why you came? 


TONY 
I've known you long enough to tell 
when you are lying. 


ANDREW 
You want me to tell you? Fine, I 
don’t know what’s going on with 
Emma, I’m getting evicted and I 
just lost my job. You happy? 


Andrew walks over to the open kitchen. 


TONY 
Look, we’re here with you. You just 
need to ask us for help. There are 
plenty of fish in the sea and you 
will bounce back soon enough. Jobs? 
You get one easy. If you need to 
stay somewhere, you can stay with 
me until you can get back up. 


Tony walks over to Andrew in the kitchen. 


TONY (CONT'D) 
I worry about you. We worry about 
you. You do know that we are here 
for you whenever you need us. 


ANDREW 
I know. 


TONY 
Since Eddie is leaving the military 
soon and will soon join the ranks 
of us veterans. Know idea what he 
has planned once he gets out but we 
can at least start it out with a 
good barbeque. 


ANDREW 
He will like that. 


TONY 
So tell me what is Emma’s reason 
this time? 
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ANDREW 
A break. She says she is stressed 
with school. Finals you know. 


TONY 
OK. 


ANDREW 
OK? 


Tony pats him on his back and walks over to the front door. 


TONY 
Andrew, She does this all the time 
man. But, It’ll be OK. You’1ll 
figure it out. See you Saturday. 


Andrew watches Tony as he leaves, not saying a word. 


EXT. TONY’S BALCONY —- DAY 17 


The balcony was not the largest but it was big enough for the 
barbeque grill being used. Tony stood over the grill cooking 
while Bobbie and Eddie stood talking a few feet behind him. 


The door from the apartment slides open and Andrew walks out 
with a case of beer in hand. He puts them down next to the 
cooler and begins putting in the new bottles before reaching 
in and grabbing the last four that were cold still. 


He hands them out to his friends. 


TONY 
I needed this. 


ANDREW 
After all you are slaving over the 
grill cooking us some good burgers. 


BOBBY 
I’m telling you man, the girl was 
bomb bro. 

EDDIE 


That’s what we like about you bro. 
Those stories you tell us. 


Bobby and Eddie take their beer from Andrew. 


BOBBY 
Andrew, tell Eddie about Sonia. 
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ANDREW 
Was she that girl with the hook 
nose and crossed eyed? Isn't she 
stationed at the hospital in Yoko? 


BOBBY 
I hate you guys. 
They laugh. 
TONY 
Cut it out boys. Leave Bobby alone. 
EDDIE 
Relax man, you know we are just 
joking. 
TONY 


When is the day Eddie? 


Eddie walks over and leans against the rail. He Takes a drink 
from his beer. 


EDDIE 
I start terminal next week. Man, I 
can’t wait. 


ANDREW 
So what do you have planned now? 


EDDIE 
Going to still do pretty much the 
same stuff. But in Alaska. 


TONY 
Alaska? 

EDDIE 
The oil fields pay some pretty good 
money. 


He sits down and kicks up his feet on the railing. 
EDDIE (CONT’D) 
We had some good times while we 
were in. 


TONY 
Indeed we did. 


The four friends hold their beers up and toast. 


BOBBY 
So where are you going? 
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EDDIE 
I believe the place I’m going to is 
Endicott oil field? 


ANDREW 
Damn. You’re from Florida and now 
you are going to the top of the 
world. Dude, you are in for an 
experience. 


EDDIE 
I needed a new adventure. 


BOBBY 
Enjoy the ice my friend. 


TONY 
How long are you going to be there. 


EDDIE 
I signed a two year contract. Pays 
pretty good my man. 


TONY 
We’re going to miss you. 


EDDIE 
Likewise. 


They raise their beers again. 
Andrew soon turns to look out from the balcony to the Las 
Vegas skyline in the distance. 
INT. ANDREW'S APARTMENT - NIGHT 18 
Andrew set silently behind his laptop. He has clearly been at 
it for hours. He leans back in his chair and rubs his eyes. 
He picks up the Alaskan magazine and looks at it before 
setting it back down and looking back to his laptop. 
He finds a page and leans back in his chair. 
ANDREW 
Perfect. 


(to himself) 


He closes his laptop, grabs his keys. 
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EXT. TONY’S APARTMENT - NIGHT 19 


Andrew walks up to the door but hesitates. After a few 
seconds he knocks on the door and waits. 


It took only a few seconds before Tony opens the door. 


TONY 
Hey. What’s up? Come in. 


Tony steps aside and allows Andrew inside where he finds 
Eddie relaxing on the couch. 


EDDIE 
Andrew! What’s hanging my man? 


ANDREW 
I have been doing some thinking. 


TONY 
You made a decision? 


ANDREW 
Yeah. I have. 


EDDIE 
What decision? Did I miss 
something? 


ANDREW 
Where’s Bobby? 


EDDIE 
Believe it or not he has a date. 


ANDREW 
Interesting. But anyways, I was 
thinking about how Eddie is trying 
something new and going to Alaska 
for work. 


EDDIE 
You thinking of going to Alaska? 


ANDREW 
No. But, with how everything is 
going with my life right now. Emma. 
My job. Or former job. 


EDDIE 
Wait a minute? Former job? 


TONY 
Go on. 


ANDREW 
This gives me a opportunity to just 
step away and figure things out. 
Maybe do some traveling. 


TONY 
I wanted you to do something but 
are you sure about this? 


ANDREW 
I am sure. 


EDDIE 
I think that is a great idea. See 
the world. Meet new ladies. 


ANDREW 
Not really doing it for that but 
yea, seeing the world is something. 


EDDIE 
Do it. 


Eddie walks over to Andrew. 


EDDIE (CONT’D) 
But tell me about this former job 
thing? 


ANDREW 
Not much to say about that. Just 
the company cutting cost and laid 
off a bunch of us. 


TONY 
Well, I’m not sure about this but 
if it is what you want. We can go 
on a road trip or something. 


ANDREW 
Sorry Tony but I feel that this 
would be something that I need to 
do by myself. 


TONY 
You want to go off by yourself? On 
a road trip? 


ANDREW 
Yeah. You make it sound like I 
can’t handle it or something. 
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TONY 
No. Not at all. You have anywhere 
in mind for your trip? 


ANDREW 
I guess every road to redemption 
starts out in the desert somewhere. 
Let yesterday be the wind in your 
face. Have to do this my way. No 
other way to rediscover who I am 
and find that ever elusive path. 


TONY 
Sounds good. But, hotels will get 
pretty expensive and the gas. 


ANDREW 
True but I think I will be OK. I’ve 
made some arrangements that would 
help me cover that area. As far as 
places to stay. I’m good. 


EDDIE 
I’1ll bite. How do you have this 
taken care of? 


Andrew smiles. 


ANDREW 
I’1l show you in a day or two 
before I take off. 


TONY 
Alright. In the mean time take a 
load off and have a beer with us. 


Andrew take the beer from Tony and walks over to a chair and 
plops down in it. 


INT. TONY'S APARTMENT - DAY 20 


Bobby stood looking out the door at the view the balcony 
allowed. His eyes focused. Andrew walked up next to him to 
look at the Las Vegas skyline. 


ANDREW 
I’ve always loved this view. 
Especially at night with all the 
neon lights shining bright. But, 
those neon lights are not going to 
light the road for me. 


Tony leans against the wall next to the door. 
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BOBBY 

Are you sure about this? 
ANDREW 

I am. 
EDDIE 


Any idea on where you’re going? 


TONY

She looks at him for a second before caving in to him. 


EMMA 
OK. Where to? 


ANDREW 
We don’t have to go far. Maybe to 
Yosemite or something. 
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EMMA 
Let’s make it Tonopah. I know it 
sounds silly but it's out of Vegas 
and we can use it as a test. To see 
if we are compatible. 


ANDREW 
OK. Let’s do this. 


He pulls her in and they embrace. She lays her head on his 
shoulder as she wraps her arms around her.

NARA (CONT’D) 
I wanted to thank you for 
everything. You've been amazing to 
me. 


Andrew smiles and nods without saying a word. 


EXT. TONOPAH NIGHT SKY PARK —- NIGHT 101 


They were alone in the park just outside of town. Andrew had 
his telescope set up and was aligning the scope. Nara was 
inside her van putting stuff up still. Andrew would turn his 
attention towards her every once in a while.

She turns to him. 


NARA 
sure. 

ANDREW 
Why did you choose to travel with 
me? 

NARA 


I like being with you. Sure I could 
have just went off and did my own 
thing but being here with you. I 
would never have seen things like 
this. 


She motions to the sky. 


NARA (CONT'D) 
Plus traveling with someone else 
can sometimes be better than being 
by yourself. 


She places her hand on his shoulder and looks him in the 
eyes. 


NARA (CONT'D) 
Relax. Just enjoy what is around 
you right now. Don’t think about 
things like that. Live in the 
moment. 


She turns away to look back at the stars. Andrew watches her 
for a moment. 


ANDREW 
You see that constellation up 
there? 


He points towards a constellation shaped like a W. 
ANDREW (CONT’D) 


That is the constellation 
Cassiopeia. 
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He turns towards her again. 


ANDREW (CONT'D) 
There is a story to be told about 
many of the things you see in the 
cosmos. From the stars to the 


constellations. 
NARA 
Really? 
ANDREW 


For example two of the brightest 
stars in the night sky are Altair 
and Vega.

NARA (CONT’D)

I’m going to get some sleep. See 
you in the morning. 


ANDREW 
Good night. 


She smiles as she turns and makes her way to her van.

She had only a small light on over 
her bed as she looked at her phone. She looks at a photo of 
Andrew. She sighs.

He smiles at her comment as he turns around and heads back to 
his RV.
